by the Gallaudet .Researoh Institute- The first study, conducted with sup- 
. port frbm the National Institute of Mental Health, Sought to describe ser- 
vices for hearing- impaired patients in state psychiatric hospitals and 
other clinical facilities throughout the country. The second study' focused 
> on identifying and describing mental health services for hearing impaired * 
children, some of which are located in agencies other than those which 
provide services to adults.' This Directory, therefore, encompasses a broad 
spectrum of institutions and 'individuals who Have indicated that they pro- 
vide mental health services to hearing impaired persons. It was not our 
purpose, nor was it within our capability, to evaluate programs or to 
verify in any sense "the information they reported Ho us. We have simply 
listed here the relevant program information as provided to us by represen- 
tatives of the program or practitioner. 

This Directory is organized alphabetically* by state, then subdivided into • 
programs and resources. Programs were defined* as mental health service c 
units specifically designed to render clinical services to hearing impaired 
persons in need of mental health treatment. Typically they are a part of a 
psychiatric hospital, a mental health clinic, or a school program. 
Resources were defined, as specific agencies or private practitioners which 
are hot formally organized specifically as a mental health facility for 
heaping impaired persons, but who Routinely admit hearing impaired indivi- 
duals for clinical services. The information presented in this Directory 
pertains to the programs or services for hearing ^mpaired patients only, 
not to the services or programs of the larger, hbst institution which sup- 
ports the prqgran^f or 3 hearing impaired persons.
